( Pood  Distribution  Order  21  ] 
Part  1415 — Imported  Foods 

providing  for  the  distribution  of  tea  for 
civilian  consumption 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  9280,  issued  Decem- 
ber 5, 1942,  and  in  order  to  assure  an  ade- 
quate supply  and  efficient  distribution  of 
tea  to  meet  war  and  essential  civilian 
needs,  It  is  hereby  ordered,  As  follows: 

§  1415.1  Distribution  of  tea  for  civil- 
ian consumption — (a)  Definitions.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  order: 

(1)  "Person"  shall  include  any  indi- 
vidual, partnership,  corporation,  or  any 
organized  group  of  persons,  whether  in- 
corporated or  not. 

(2)  "Commodity"  shall  mean  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 

(3)  "Tea"  shall  mean  tea  owned  by 
Commodity  and  made  available  for  civil- 
ian consumption,  except  as  otherwise  in- 
dicated by  the  contract. 

(4)  "Packer"  shall  mean  any  person 
who  packs  tea  owned  by  him  or  who  has 
tea  owned  by  him  packed  for  his  account 
by  some  other  person. 

(5)  "Director"  shall  mean  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

(6)  "Qualified  distributor"  shall  mean 
any  person  designated  as  a  qualified  dis- 
tributor in  accordance  with  paragraph 
(c)  hereof. 

(7)  "Type"  shall  mean  the  quality, 
grade  and  sortation  of  tea. 

(b)  Purchases  of  tea.  Subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  order,  only  qualified 
distributors  shall  be  eligible  to  purchase 
tea  from  Commodity.  Such  purchases 
shall  be  made  only  on  orders  approved  by 
the  Director  as  to  quantities  and  types 
of  tea.  The  total  quantity  which  any 
qualified  distributor  shall  be  eligible  to 
purchase  shall  not  exceed  a  portion  of 
the  available  supply  of  tea  determined 
by  the  Director  as  nearly  as  may  be 
practicable  on  the  basis  of  the  ratio  of  his 
annual  imports  of  tea  for  the  years  1940 
and  1941  to  the  average  annual  total 
imports  of  tea  of  all  qualified  distributors 
for  the  years  1940  and  1941. 

(c)  Qualified  distributors.  (1)  The 
Director  shall  designate  as  qualified  dis- 
tributors tea  importers  who  have  indi- 
cated a  willingness  to  act  as  such,  and 
who  are,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Direc- 
tor, by  reason  of  their  experience,  fa- 
cilities and  personnel,  able  efficiently  to 
distribute  tea  to  packers  and  otherwise 
to  discharge  the  functions  and  duties 
which  they  may  be  called  upon  to  per- 
form under  this  order. 


(2)  Any  importer  of  tea  not  designated 
as  a  qualified  distributor,  who  believes 
that  he  is  qualified  to  act  as  such,  may 
appeal  to  the  Director  within  15  days 
after  publication  of  the  list  of  qualified 
distributors.  On  such  appeal  he  shall 
set  forth  the  pertinent  facts  and  the  rea- 
sons he  considers  he  is  entitled  to  be 
designated  as  a  qualified  distributor. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate.  If,  on 
appeal,  the  Director  designates  any  tea 
importer  as  a  qualified  distributor,  such 
designation  shall  not  affect  sales  made 
to  other  qualified  distributors  prior  to 
such  designation. 

(3)  The  Director  may  terminate  the 
status  of  a  qualified  distributor  who  fails 
to  enter  into  the  contract  offered  by 
Commodity  for  the  purchase  of  tea  and 
the  performance  of  services  incident  to 
the  importation  and  handling  of  tea,  or 
who  upon  entering  into  such  contract 
fails  to  comply  therewith,  or  who  violates 
any  provision  of  this  order  or  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  No.  18  or  any  Director 
Food  Distribution  Orders  supplementary 
thereto. 

(4)  A  qualified  distributor  may  termi- 
nate his  status  as  a  qualified  distributor 
upon  giving  the  Director  at  least  30  days' 
written  notice.  Such  termination  shall 
not  affect  any  existing  contractual  rela- 
tionship with  Commodity. 

(d)  Tea  Distribution  Committee. 
There  shall  be  established  a  Tea  Distri- 
bution Committee.  The  members  of  the 
committee  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Direc- 
tor from  among  those  persons  who,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Director,  are,  by 
reason  of  their  experience  and  knowl- 
edge of  the  tea  industry,  qualified  to 
serve  as  members  of  the  committee. 

(e)  Distribution  of  tea.  (1)  The  quali- 
fied distributors  shall  receive  orders  for 
tea  from  packers,  file  copies  of  packers' 
orders  with  the  Director,  and  fill  packers' 
orders  in  accordance  with  the  determi- 
nations of  the  Director  and  in  accord- 
ance with  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
18  or  any  Director  Food  Distribution 
Orders  supplementary  thereto. 

(2)  After  consulting  with  the  members 
of  the  Tea  Distribution  Committee,  the 
Director  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the 
respective  quantities  of  tea  which  quali- 
fied distributors  are  eligible  to  purchase 
hereunder  and  packers  quotas  estab- 
lished under  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  18,  make  allocations  to  qualified  dis- 
tributors and  packers  of  the  types  of  tea 
available  so  as  to  meet,  as  nearly  as 
may  be  possible,  the  requirements  of 
packers'  orders  received  by  qualified  dis- 
tributors, and  shall  approve  or,  if  neces- 


sary, modify  and  approve  distributors' 
orders  of  tea  from  Commodity  in  accord- 
ance with  such  allocations. 

(f )  Records  and  reports.  All  quali- 
fied distributors  shall  maintain  such  rec- 
ords for  such  periods  of  time,  and  shall 
execute  and  file  such  reports  and  submit 
such  information,  as  the  Director  may 
from  time  to  time  request  or  direct,  and 
within  such  times  as  he  may  prescribe. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
qualified  distributor  shall  permit  inspec- 
tion during  reasonable  business  hours  of 
his  books,  records,  and  accounts  by  the 
Director. 

(h)  Appeals.  Except  as  provided  by 
paragraph  (c)  (2)  hereof,  any  person 
affected  by  this  order,  who  considers 
that  compliance  herewith  would  work 
an  exceptional  and  undue  hardship  on 
him,  may  appeal  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  in  justification 
of  such  appeal,  together  with  the  state- 
ment of  the  nature  of  the  relief  re- 
quested. The  Director  may,  upon  the 
basis  of  such  appeal  and  other  informa- 
tion, take  such  action  as  he  deems  ap- 
propriate. 

(i)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or,  in  connection  with  this  order,  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  or  fur- 
nishes false  information  to  any  depart- 
ment or  agency  of  the  United  States,  is 
guilty  of  a  crime  and,  upon  conviction, 
may  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment. In  addition,  any  person  who,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Director,  is  found 
to  have  violated  any  of  the  terms  or 
provisions  of  this  order,  may  be  pro- 
hibited from  making  or  obtaining  fur- 
ther deliveries  of  tea,  or  from  processing 
or  using  material  under  priority  control 
and  may  be  deprived  of  priorities  assist- 
ance. 

(j)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order, 
shall,  unless  otherwise  directed,  be  ad- 
dressed to:  Director  of  Food  Distribu- 
tion, United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Washington,  D.  C.  Ref.:  FD--21. 

(k)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  Di- 
rector may  delegate  any  or  all  of  the 
powers  and  authorities  herein  conferred 
upon  the  Director  to  such  person  or 
persons  as  he  may  designate. 

(1)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  immediately.

1.  Q»   .What  is  the  purpose  of  PDO  21? 

A.    To  distribute  through  Established  trade  channels  all  teas 
purchased  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  allocated 
for  civilian  use,.  'J- 

2.  Q,.    Is  it  possible  for.  any  person,  who  has  not  been  appointed  as 

a  Qualified  Distributor  of  tea,  to  apply  for  appointment  to 
act  as  such  at  this  time? 

A.    Ho,    The  Order  provides  that  all  such  appeals  were  to  have  been 

filed  within  15,  days  after  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  list 
of  Qualified  Distributers  by  the  Pood  Distribution  Administration. 

3.  Q.    May  a  Qualified  Distributor  obtain  tea  from  any  source  other  than 

the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation? 

A.    Mb.  r  *7  . 

4'.    Q.     Is  a  Qualified  Distributor  .limited  as  to  the  quantity  he  may 
purcha.se  from  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation? 

A.    Yes,    He  has  an  annual  quota  which  canntft  be  exceeded.  His 

quota  is  arrived  at  by  determining  the  percentage  that  the  average 
of  his  individual  annual  imports  for  1940-41  bears  to  the  average 
of  annual  total  imports  for  1940-41,  and  then  applying  that 
percentage  to  the  quantity  of  teas  available  for  distribution 
through  all  Qualified  Distributors. 

5.    Q.    May  a  packer  obtain  tea  from  any  source  other  than  Qualified 
Distributors? 

A.    Only  lander  appeal  within  the  hardship  provisions  of  Paragraph  (h) 
of  Pood  Distribution  Order  18,  as  amended.    Where  such  trans- 
actions between  packers  are  permitted,  the  seller  delivers  the 
tea  to  the  buyer,  exempt  from  his  packer's  quota,  but  the  appeal, 
if  granted,  is  contingent  upon  the  buyer  making  delivery  within 
his  packer's  quota.     The  latter  also  must  agree  to  deduct  such 
quantity  from  the  quota  which  he  has  established  with  a 
Qualified  Distributor. 


6.  Q.    May  a  packer  buy  tea  from  ^lore  than  one  Qualified  Distributor? 

A,    Yes,  but  insofar  as  possible  he  should  place  orders  with 

distributors  from  whom  he  formerly  bought  his  supplies*  and  in 
the  same  relative  proportions. 

7.  Q.    How  may  a  packer  obtain  tea  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  under 

provisions  of  Food  Distribution  Order  Ho.  18,  as  amended,  and 
any  Food  Distribution  Order  of  the  Director  applicable  thereto, 
if  such  packer  has  no  quota  with  any  Qualified  Distributor? 

A.    If  a  packer  formerly  made  his  purchases  from  importers  who  are 
not  listed  as  Qualified  Distributors,  he  should  determine 
within  the  provisions  of  Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  18,  as  • 
amended,  the  quantity  he  will  be  permitted  to  buy,  and  then 
mail  his  order  to  the  Tea  Distribution  Committee,  40  Water  Street, 
New  York  City,  with  the  request  that  such  order  be  routed  through 
any  Qualified  Distributor  whose  quota  permits  acceptance  thereof. 

8.  Q.    Is  a  packer  limited  as  to  the  quantity  he  may  purchase  from 

Qualified  Distributors? 

A.    Although  a  packer  may  purchase  as  much  tea  as  he  is  able  to  secure 
from  distributors,  under  Food  Distribution  Order  18,  as  amended, 
he  cannot  deliver  during  1943  more  than  50  percent  of  his  net 
deliveries  of  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1941, 

9.  Q.    Under  what  conditions  may  a  Qualified  Distributor  deliver  tea 

to  a  packer  on  a  quota  exempt  basis? 

A.    Upon  certification  from  the  packer  that  such  tea  will  be  delivered 
to  quota  exempt  agencies  as  provided  for  in  Food  Distribution  Order 
No..  18,  as  amended.

providing  for  the  distribution  of  tea

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  21,  is- 
sued by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture*  on 
February  15,  1943  (8  F.R.  2077),  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1415.1  Distribution  of  tea  —  (a) 
Definitions.  When  used  in  this  order, 
unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or 
manifestly  incompatible  with  the  in- 
tent hereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any 
individual,  partnership,  corporation,  or 
any  organized  group  of  persons,  whether 
incorporated  or  not. 

(2)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration. 

(3)  The  term  "Commodity"  means 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  War 
Food  Administration. 

(4)  The  term  "packer"  means  any 
person  who  packs  tea  owned  by  him  or 
who  has  tea  owned  by  him  packed  for 
his  account  by  some  other  person. 

(5)  The  term  "qualified  distributor" 
means  a  person  designated  as  a  qualified 
distributor  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  (c)  hereof. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  other 
than  a  qualified  distributor  shall  pur- 
chase tea  from  Commodity;  and  each 
qualified  distributor  shall  purchase  tea 
only  from  Commodity  and  only  in  ac- 
cordance with  an  allocation  hereunder 
and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(2)  During  the  calendar  year  1944, 
and  during  each,  subsequent  calendar 
year,  the  Director  shall  compute  the  per- 
centage of  the  quantity  of  tea  of  all  types 
which  each  qualified  distributor  may  pur- 
chase, in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  from  Commodity  during 
each  calendar  year.  Such  percentage 
shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  that  each 
qualified  distributor's  average  annual  im- 
ports of  tea  of  all  types  during  the  calen- 
dar years  1940  and  1941  bore  to  the 
average  annual  imports  of  tea  of  all  types 
by  all  the  qualified  distributors  during 
the  calendar  years  1940  and  1941. 

(3)  The  Director  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  during  the  calendar  year  1944,  and 
during  each  subsequent  calendar  year, 
allocate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the  respec- 
tive qualified  distributors  such  quantities 
and  types  of  tea  as  may  be  available  for 


sale  by  Commodity  at  such  time,  so  as 
to  enable  such  qualified  distributors  -  to 
fulfil,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  the  re- 
quirements of  packers'  orders  received  by 
such  qualified  distributors:  Provided, 
That  the  total  amount  so  allocated  to 
each  qualified  distributor  shall  not/dur- 
ing any  calendar  year,  exceed  the  total 
quantity  of  tea  which  is  obtained  by  ap- 
plying the  qualified  distributor's  percent- 
age, computed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  (b)  (2)  hereof,  to  the  total 
quantity  of  tea  made  available  for  sale 
by  Commodity  during  such  year. 

(c)  Designation  of  qualified  distribu- 
tors. (1)  The  Director  shall,  by  publi- 
cation in  the  Federal  Register,  designate 
as  qualified  distributors  those  tea  im- 
porters, who  have  indicated  a  willing- 
ness to  act  as  such,  and  who  are,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Director,  by  reason  of 
their  experience,  facilities,  and  person- 
nel, able  efficiently  to  distribute  tea  to 
packers  and  otherwise  to  discharge  the 
functions  and  duties  which  the  Director 
may,  from  time  to  time,  specify. 

(2)  Any  importer  of  tea  who  is  not 
designated  as  a  qualified  distributor,  as 
aforesaid,  and  believes  that  he  is  quali- 
fied to  act  as  such  may  submit  a  petition 
in  writing  with  the  Order  Administrator 
within  15  days  after  the  publication  in 
the  Federal  Register  of  any  list  of  quali- 
fied distributors.  Such  petition  shall  be 
addressed  to  Order  Administrator,  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  21,  Special  Com- 
modities Branch,  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration, War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C.  Petition  for  such 
action  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  the  pertinent  facts  and  the  reasons 
which  the  petitioner  considers  entitle 
him  to  be  designated  as  a  qualified  dis- 
tributor. If  such  petitioner  is  dissatis- 
fied with  the  action  taken  by  the  Order 
Administrator  on  the  petition,  by  re- 
questing the  Order  Administrator 
therefor,  he  shall  obtain  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  The  Director 
may,  after  said  review,  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such  action 
shall  be  final.  In  case  any  such  peti- 
tioner is  designated  as  a  qualified  distri- 
butor, the  quantity  of  tea  allocated  to 
him  shall  be  computed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  (b)  (2)  and  (b) 
(3). hereof,  and  the  allocations  for  other 
qualified  distributors  shall  be  recom- 
puted accordingly. 

(3)  The  Director  may  at  any  time 
terminate  the  designation  of  a  qualified 
distributor,  as  such,  who  (i)   fails  to 


enter  into  the  contract  offered  by  Com- 
modity for  the  purchase  of  tea  and  the 
performance  of  services  incident  to  the 
handling  of  tea,  (ii)  after  contracting 
with  Commodity,  as  aforesaid,  fails  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  such  contract, 
or  (iii)  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order. 

(4)  A  qualified  distributor  may  termi- 
nate his  designation  as  such  upon  giving 
the  Director  at  least  30  days'  written 
notice  of  such  intention  to  terminate. 

(d)  Appointment  of  collaborator  to 
serve  as  tea  allocation  supervisor.  The 
Director  may  appoint  a  person  to  serve  as 
tea  allocation  supervisor  and,  insofar  as 
he  performs  functions  for  the  United 
States,  such  person  shall  act  under  his 
appointment  as  a  collaborator  without 
compensation  from  the  United  States. 

(e)  Contracts.  The  provisions  of  this 
order  and  of  any  regulations  or  orders 
issued  in  pursuance  hereof  shall  be 
observed  without  regard  to  contracts 
heretofore  or  hereafter  entered  into  or 
any  rights  accrued  or  payments  made 
thereunder. 

(f)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises,  or  stocks 
of  tea  of  any  person  and  to  make  such 
investigations,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Di- 
rector for  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(g)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The, 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records 
by,  any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Di- 
rector for  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall  maintain,  for  at  least  two  years  or 
for  such  other  period  of  time  as  the  Di- 
rector may  designate,  an  accurate  record 
of  his  transactions  in  tea. 

(3)  The  record-keeping  requirements 
of  this  order  have  been  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.  Sub- 
sequent record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements will  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  pur- 
suant to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942. 

(h)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  -powers  relate  to  the

administration  of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  auchority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Order 
Administrator,  Pood  Distribution  Order 
No.  21,  Special  Commodities  Branch, 
Pood  Distribution  Administration,  War 
Pood  Administration,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Petition  for  such  relief  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  set  forth  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
action  taken  by  the  Order  Administrator 
on  the  petition,  by  requesting  the  Order 
Administrator  therefor,  he  shall  obtain 
a  review  of  such  action  by  the  Director. 
The  Director  may,  after  said  review,  take 
such  action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and 
such  action  shall  be  final. 


(j)  Violations.  The  War  .Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  tea  or 
any  other  material  subject  to  priority 
or  allocation  control  by  the  War  Pood 
Administrator,  and  may  recommend  that 
any  such  person  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or 
using  materials  subject  to  the  priority 
or  allocation  control  of  other  govern- 
mental agencies.  In  addition,  any  per- 
son who  wilfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and 
may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all  ap- 
plicable laws.  Further,  civil  action  may 
be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or 
duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  viola- 
tion of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  and  all  communica- 
tions concerning  this  order  shall  be 
addressed  to  Order  Administrator,  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  21,  Special  Com- 
modities Branch,  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration, War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.  FDO  21. 


(1)  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  18,  as 
amended,  not  abrogated  or  suspended. 
The  provisions  of  this  order  shall  not  be 
construed  to  abrogate  or  suspend  Pood 
Distribution  Order  No.  18,  as  amended 
(8  F.R.  1778,  3244,  8388,  9103) ,  or  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  18-3,  as  amended 
(8  F.R.  8389,  9103,  12122,  13434). 

(m)  Effective  date.  This  amendment 
shall  become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m., 
e.  w.  t.,  January  1,  1944. 

With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  21,  prior  to  the  effective  time  of 
this  amendment,  said  Pood  Distribution 
Order  No.  21,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of 
sustaining  any  proper  suit,  action,  or 
other  proceeding  with  respect  to  any 
such  violation,  right,  liability,  or  appeal.

Summary  to  PDO-21,  Amendment  1. 

With  increased  quantities  of  tea  be- 
coming available,  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration today  added  several  more  im- 
porters to  its  list  of  qualified  tea  dis- 
tributors. 

Today's  action,  through  an  amend- 
ment to  Food  Distribution  Order  21,  was 


taken  to  permit  greater  freedom  of  oper- 
ation within  quotas. 

Although  the  provisions  of  the  amend- 
ment, effective  January  1,  1944,  are  sub- 
stantially the  same,  in  many  respects,  as 
those  contained  in  the  original  order,  the 
Tea  Distribution  Committee  has  been 
dissolved  as  the  work  of  this  group  will 
be  reduced  considerably  since  all  tea  is 


to  be  allocated  only  to  qualified  distrib- 
utors. Some  other  changes  were  also 
effectuated  by  the  amendment. 

In  place  of  the  Tea  Distribution  Com- 
mittee, a  Tea  Allocation  Supervisor  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Director  of  Food 
Distribution.  The  Tea  Allocation  Super- 
visor will  act  as  collaborator  for  FDA  in 
the  continuation  of  the  tea  distribution 
program.

Tea,  formerly  purchased  by  the  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation  from  the  Brit- 
ish Ministry  of  Food,  is  now  being  pur- 
chased by  the  U.  S.  Commercial  Com- 
pany of  the  Foreign  Economic  Adminis- 
tration. This  change,  effective  January 
1,  1944,  necessitated  an  amendment  to 
Food  Distribution  Order  21. 

The  amendment  also  provides  for 
greater  freedom  in  tea  program  opera- 
tions by  permitting  qualified  distributors 
to  sell  to  other  qualified  distributors  bulk 
tea  which  has  been  allocated  to  them  by 
the  Pood  Distribution  Administration.

The  definitions  con- 
tained in  Food  Distriution  Order  No.  21, 
as  amended,  shall,  when  used  herein, 
have  the  same  meaning  as  set  forth  in 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  21,  as 
amended;  and  when  used  herein,  unless 
otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or  mani- 
festly incompatible  with  the  intent 
hereof : 

(1)  The  term  "order"  means  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  No.  21  (8  F.R.  2077),  is- 
sued by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on 
February  15,  1943,  as  amended. 

(2)  The  term  "Order  Administrator" 
means  the  person  designated  by  the  Di- 
rector to  serve  as  Order  Administrator 
or  alternate  for  the  Order  Administrator. 

(3)  The  term  "tea  allocation  super- 
visor" means  the  person  designated  by 
the  Director  to  serve  in  that  capacity. 

(b)  Authority  delegated.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  order, 
there  is  hereby  delegated  the  following 
authority: 

(1)  The  Order  Administrator  shall  ex- 
ercise the  authority  conferred  upon  the 
Director  by  the  provisions  of  §  1415.1  (b) 
(2)  and  §  1415.1  (b)  (3)  of  the  order. 

(2)  Under  the  supervision  of  the 
Order  Administrator,  the  tea  allocation 
supervisor  may  exercise  the  authority 
granted  in  §  1415.1  (b)  (5)  of  the  order. 

(c)  Retention  of  authority  by  the  Di- 
rector. Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  abrogate  any  powers  or 
authority  vested  in  the  Director  by  the 
order.

Amendment  1,  to  FDO  21,  was  issued  effective  January  1,  1944. 
Although  the  provisions  of  the  amendment  are  substantially  the  same 
as  those  contained  in  the  original  order,  the  Tea  Distribution 
Committee  was  dissolved,  as  the  work  of  this  group  has  been  reduced 
since  all  tea  will  be  allocated  only  to  Qualified  Distributors.  In 
place  of  the  Tea  Distribution  Committee,  a  Tea  Allocation  Supervisor 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution,    The  Tea 
Allocation  Supervisor  will  act  as  collaborator  for  FDA,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Order  Administrator,  in  the  continuation  of  the 
tea  distribution  program. 

Several  more  names  were  added  to  the  list  of  Qualified  Distributors, 
because  of  the  availability  of  increased  quantities  of  tea. 


The  next  special  summary  will  be  prepared  should  any  changes  in  the 
provisions  of  the  order  be  made. 
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
